The following embezzlements, all 
in this year, are charged: On Feb- 
ruary 9, $15,377; on May 12, $7109; 
on April 26, $1000 in Liberty Bonds; 
on Ju 13, three sums, of 12212, 
$250; on August 17, 30. 


The latter sum was stated to be 
accumulated bail in the court, and 
it was the disappearance of this 
amount, after the supposed opening 
and robbing of the court safe, that 
led to Johnston's arrest and indict- 
ment. 

Johnston, who will appear before 
Judge Willis this morning for ar- 
rhignment under the new  indict- 
ment, has been out on ball of 130, 
600. Yesterday was the last day of
